The INS letter made reference to a letter from 
USDS dated January 27, 1970, concerning Shirley Graham 
Du Bois, in which it had been stated that the U.S. Interests

(d) (3) of the Act and that USDS had conajrred in the 
recommendation on humanitarian grounds 

It was recited that Mrs. Du Bois was born in the 
U.S., but had renounced her U.S. nationality in Ghana on 
October 3., 1963. Further, it was stated that she desired 
to enter the U.S. during February, 1970, to lecture at Fisk 
University, Nashville, Tennessee, in celebration of her 
husband 1 s birthday and that she also wanted to consult her 
publisher concerning her manuscript and to undergo a medical 
examination for vertigo. She thereafter planned to visit 
her children in California for about a month before returning 
to Cairo. It was noted that Mrs* Du Bois* lecture at 
Fisk University would deal with her experiences in Africa, v 
and that there was also a possibility she might speak at 
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Harvard under the auspices of the Du Bois Afro-American 
Studies Program where the topic would be current African 
problems. It was stated that that the USDS letter had 
expressed the view that a refusal of a visa to Mrs. Du 
Bois might lead to adverse reaction in certain African 
nations as well as in the U.S. 

According to the INS letter, between the years 
1946-1950, Mrs. Du Bois affiliated herself with approximately 
37 communist -control led organizations, in many of which she 
held a leadership position and there was no indication that 
she had renounced her strong views in favor of communism. 

It was stated that it was well known that the name of her 
deceased husband had become a symbol for communist sympathizers 
in the U.S. and that the V7.E.B. Du Bois Club of America was 
an organization which has been held, on the basis of reliable 
but confidential information, to be within the proscription 
of the Immigration and Nationality Act. Also, it was an 
organization regarding which the Attorney General, pursuant, 
to Section 13 (a) of the Internal Security Act of 1950, filed 
a petition with the Subversive Activities Control Board seeking 
an order requiring registration of the organization with 
the Attorney General under terms of Section 7 (b), (c) and 
(d) of said Act as a communist front organization.^^ 

The INS letter further noted that a "New York 
Times" article dated February 4, 1970, had stated that the 
W.E. B. Du Bois Club had announced plans to merge with 
Communist Party Youth and Independent Marxist Youth in 
the formation of a new revolutionary organization.^) 

It was the view of INS that "on balance," the 
factors relating to medical examination and the visit to 
her children were outweighed by the factors militating against 
Mrs. Du Bois* temporary admission and authorization for

It is further noted that on March 18, 1970, another 
confidential source who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised that Mrs. Du Bois is presently living in Cairo. 

Concerning W. E. B. Du Bois, the following is noted: 

Dr. Du Bois died in Ghana, Africa at the age of 96. 

He was a prominent crusader for Negro rights. At the age of 93 
he joined the Communist Party United States of America (CP USA). 

His letter of application for membership in the CP USA and 
Gus Hall’s acceptance were printed in the November 26, 1961 
edition of "The Worker”. 

"The Worker" was formerly an East Coast 

Communist newspaper. 

Gus Hall is the General Secretary, CP USA. 

In the above letter. Dr. Du Bois states, "Communism... 
the effort to give all men what they need and to ask of each 
the best they can contribute .. .that is the only way of human life." 

On June 23, 1950, Louis F. Budenz, a self-confessed 
CP member and former editor of the "Daily Worker", advised that 
he knew W. E. B. Du Bois to be a concealed Communist. 

The "Daily Worker" is a former East Coast 

Communist newspaper which became defunct 

on January 13, 1958. 

The "National Guardian" issue of November 21, i960, 
page 2, announced that the 12th Anniversary Dinner of the 
^National Guardian" was held on the evening of November 11, i960 
in New York City. W. E. B. Du Bois and his wife, Shirley Graham, 
were honored guests seated at the dais on this occasion. 

The "National Guardian" is characterized 

in the appendix attached hereto.

The February 3, 1968 issue of the "National Guardian” 
announced that as of the issue of February 10, 1968, the "National 
Guardian” would henceforth be known as the "Guardian”. 

The May 10, 1969 issue of the "Guardian" is self- 
described as an "independent radical newsweekly” and is published 
by Weekly Guardian Associates, Incorporated. The "Guardian" 
lists its address as 197 East 4th Street, New York, New York. 

The February 12, 1968 issue of the "New York Times” 
carried an article entitled, "Radical Editors Say Their Job Is 
In 'Movement'". This article stated that the first issue of 
the "Guardian" was dedicated by the paper's staff "To those 
heroic Liberation fighters who last week began a major offensive 
against American Imperialism in South Vietnam." 

This article quoted one of the alitor s as saying that 
"Our job is to build a Radical Movement. To quote the Cuban 
revolutionaries, we are not only to write about it, but also to 
move along with it — we are movement people acting as journalists."

Therefore j 
people want more things j 
than in other places.” In a 
nation of such prosperity, 
she suggested, it is difficult 
to sort out “what is worth 
having and what is not 
worth having.” 

Her husband struggled 
with this question, Mrs. Du 
Bois said. Ultimately, he 
.-grew to see “the advantage 
of the exchange of work and 
values, of the merging of 
strength.” 

Mrs. Du Bois was very 
hesitant to link her hus- 
band’s influence to changes 
in this country, such as the 
growing emphasis on black 
separatism. She maintained 
that only those who had 
been here during the past 
decade could make such an 
analysis. Although she af- 
firmed that Du Bois became 
disillusioned with the goal 
of integration, she doubts 
that he would have sup- 
ported today’s separatists.

Mrs. Du Bois’ insistence 
on not explaining current 
events in terms of her hus- 
band’s impact was not 
caused by modesty.

In 
jl903 Du Bois said in The 
'Souls of Black Folk that the 
problem of the twentieth 
century is the problem of 
the color line.'
